Donizetti DON PASQUALE (December 17) 


Ernesto is madly in love with Norina and has therefore refused to marry a rich girl of 
his uncle's choosing. The uncle (Don Pasquale) has consequently disinherited Ernesto 
and ordered him out of the house. Anyway, Pasquale himself will marry soon! 


In the opening aria of Act II Ernesto renounces his Norina vowing to "carry his broken 
heart with him to a foreign land". Dr. Malatesta -- trusted friend of Don Pasquale 
and commissioned to find him a suitable bride -- has meanwhile concocted a plan to 
teach the greedy old Pasquale a lesson and at the same time enable Ernesto and Norina 
to be married: Norina is to impersonate Malatesta's sister, newly arrived from a 
convent school, and elected to marry the Don. In the balance of Act II this plot 

is brought to fruition--Don Pasquale is introduced and subsequently "married" to Dr. 
Malatesta's “sister" (by Malatesta's cousin posing as a notary). Ernesto is quickly 
advised of these proceedings and witnesses the "marriage". Norina's manner changes 
instantly from timidity to utter audacity and, as she takes command of Pasquale and 
his household, all four comment on the situation. Don Pasquale realizes he's been 
fooled and the curtain rings down with the battle in full progress. 


Menotti THE OLD MAID AND THE THIEF (December 17, 19) 


The Old Maid and the Thief was the first opera ever written to be heard, but not nec- 
essarily seen. It was commissioned by NBC for performance on radio, receiving its 
premigre in 1939. Two years later it was given its first stage production. 


In the first scene, Miss Todd,, a middle-aged spinster is entertaining her friend Miss 
Pinkerton when a handsome young beggar knocks at the door. 


Puccini LA BOHEME (December 17) 


At dawn on a snowy morning Mimi has come to a tavern looking for the painter Marcello. 
She confesses to him that she is disraught over her lover Rodolfo's jealousy and wishes 
to leave him. She hides as the poet appears and overhears the ensuing conversation. 
Rodolfo is not only concerned with the troubled love affair, but has great fears for 
Mimi's health. A suddent violent quarrel between Marcello and his girl-friend Musetta 
convinces Mimi and Rodolfo to reunite their fortunes at least until spring. 


Mozart THE MAGIC FLUTE (December 17) . 


Sarastro, the high priest of the Sun God's temple, has abducted Pamina in order to 
remove her from the evil influence of her mother, the Queen of the Night. While 
Pamina is being subjected to the lecherous advances of Monostatos, a Moorish servant 
of Sarastro, the bird-catcher Papageno enters. After he and Monostatos have mutually 
frightened each other out of their wits, Papageno recognizes Pamina and informs her 
that he mother has sent him and a young prince, Tamino, to rescue her from Sarastro.

j Pastia's Inn on the outskirts of Seville, Carmen, Frasquita and Mercedes 
> aig Nod entertained Zuniga and his company of Dragoons, as well as Escamillo, 
Toreador of Granada. When all have departed, E1 Remendado and Le Dancaire enter with 
news that they have a new contraband deal in the offing and need the expert assistance 
of the three girls. Frasquita and Mercedes are willing to set out with the smugglers 
at once, but Carmen demurs saying she is "in love as never before. Tonight business | 
will have to come second to love:" 


Sullivan THE MIKADO ° (December 17) 


The Mikado, ninth and most popular of the fourteen operettas written by Gilbert and 
Sullivan, was first performed in 1885, when it ran 672 performances, a record at that 
time. 


In order to retain his position as Lord High Executioner of Titipu, Ko-Ko has been 
ordered by the Mikado of Japan to execute someone within a month. Ko-Ko, however, 
lacks sufficent courage to behead a man, so he makes an agreement instead with Nanki- 
Poo, to whom he will surrender his betrothed Yum-Yum in return for Nanki-Poo's 
-:229pearance from Japan. Ko-Ko then claims to have beheaded him, only to discover 
that he was the disguised-son of the Mikado, on the run from an elderly maiden, 
Katisha, whom he was supposed to marry. When the Mikado hears of his son's execution, 
he orders Ko-Ko and his colleagues to be put to death. In order to save his neck, 
Ko~Ko persuades Nanki-Poo to reappear, but Nanki-Poo stipulates that Ko-Ko must first 
marry Katisha, so that she will have no further claim on him. Ko-Ko agrees reluctantly 
and approaches Katisha as she is soliloquizing on her lost love. 


Verdi ' NABUCCO (December 17, 19)

Susanna is furious, but when she realizes 
that he knows very weil who she is, she readtiy agrees to stage a flirtation to enrage 
the Count. The Count observes them. He sees Figaro declaring love to a lady whom he 

takes to be his wife and leading her eff into an arbour. 


Enraged, the Count summons the household to witness his wife's faithiessness. But to 
everyone's amazement he drags from the arbour first Cherubinc, then Barbarina, 
Marcellina and finally Susanna whom everyone takes to be the Countess. 


The Countess herself intercedes for Susanna, and the Count, realizing that he has 
unjustly and publicly accused his wife, asks her forgiveness. She grants it and the 
act ends amid general rejoicing. Figaro‘'s marriage will be delayed no longer.

knile male gypsies in opera are justly famous fer their passionate music and : 
Vigorous dances, gypsy women have acquired a certain notoriety for mixing-up babies, 
occasionally they burn one of their charges only to find out that their own child has 
been cast into the flames (i.e. I7 Trovatore) otherwise they secm inclined to put 

a poor child through endless privations until someone discovers that the child is 
really a prince or princess or someone of equally elevated stature. This latter i 
point is an important plot development in The Gypsy Baron. Not only is Barinkay _ wit 
(the "Gypsy" Baron) a descendant of deposed nobility but Saffi, the naive Gypsy girl vi 
with whom he falls in love is herself a Princess - the long lost daughter of the 
last Pasha of Hungary.

Theresa, Barinkay has inherited the ancestral rights of his father - a ruined 
castle and a gypsy camp. But an old gypsy woman, Czipra has told pees

Once he has found a faithful wife, she has told hin, 
his bride will see in a dream during her wedding night the place: where a fabulous 
treasure can be found. At the conclusion of Act I, Barinkay chooses Saffi, Czipra's 
daughter for his bride. 


The scene from Act. II is set outside the Gypsy camp, near a tower. It is dawn. 
Although we were told that Barir’ay's bride would have the dream divulging the 
hidden treasure, it is Czipra, the old gypsy woman, who comes up with this infom- 
ation. She has dreamed that an old man, resembling Barinkay‘s father indicated 
that the treasure can be found near a tower close to the place where the rightful 
owner has spent his first night back home. Barinkay, still unconvinced, is persuaded 
to look for the treasure, mainly to please Saffi and Czipra. The discovery of the 
treasure is delightfully captured by Strauss in a buoyant waltz trio.
